ACTIONS, NOT EXPLANATIONS, 

Mr. Lake, M.P. for Qu'Appelle, is 
fishing around for an excuse to op- 
pose the reciprocity agreement He 
seizes upon the statement of the Pre- 
mier that no further reductions in 
the genera! ‘tariff are immediately 
contemplated, and hints that on this 
ground he will vote against the agree- 
ment This is much the same as re- 
fusing to join the Church because the 
Pope is not Catholic enough The 
important thing is what Mr. Lake 
and the other western members do, 
not why they say they do it. They 
may put what construction on their 
action they please, and assign what 
motive to it they see fit; but it is 
votes and not motives which count In 
the passing or defeat of the measure, 
If the agreement is defeated it will 
make no particular difference to the 
Western farmer and the Western 
country why it ts defeated The 
agreement offers to the farmer a 
broader market for what he has to 
sell and a fairly large reduction in 
duty on many articles he has to buy 
In both ways it promises to make his 
position better, and therefore the

to prevent it, Be their motives good 
or bad, the result of their conduct will 
be the same—to prevent the farmer 
gaining free entry to the market 
across the line and obtaining also a 
substantial reduction in the duty on 
many manufactured articles necessary 
in his business The important 
thing is whether the agreement goes 
through, and so far as the Western 
members are concerned, the fulfil- 
ment or evasion of their duty to their 
constituents consists in whether they 
support the agreement or try to kill 
it, as Mr. Lake indicates that he in- 
tends to try to do, Actions in this 
case not only speak louder than 
words; they are the only things that 
speak at all If the actions are what 
they should b, explanations will not 
be necessary; if the actions are what 
they should not be, explanations will 
not save the country from the conse- 
quences, 


WHO? 

It is curious to observe the at- 
tempt of the Opposition to align their 
present hostility to reciprocity 
with the thirty-year-old policy of the 
Conservative party in favor of reci- 
procity, It is interesting to note 
what has been the record of the Con. 
“servative party on this question, and 
what the record of the one remaining 
member of the late Conservative 
Government who continues to figure 
among the party leaders, In 1878 
Sir John MacDonald introduced in 
Parliament a resolution which became 
the foundation of the National Policy. 
The resolution follows:— 

“That this House is of opinion that 
the welfare of Canada requires the 
adoption of a national policy, which, 
by a judicious readjustment of the 
tariff, will benefit and foster the agri- 
cultural, the mining, the manufactur- 
ing and other interests of the Do- 
minion; that such a policy will retain 
in Canada thousands of our fellow 
countrymen now obliged to expatri- 
ate themselves in search of the em- 
ployment denied them at home; that 
it will restore prosperity to our strug- 
sling industries, now so badly depresa- 
ed, will prevent Canada from being 
made a sacrifice market, will encour- 
age and develop an’ active inter-pro- 
vincial trade and moving—as it ought 
to do—in the direction of a recipro- 
city of tariffs with our neighbors, so 
far as the varied interests of Canada 
may demand, will greatly tend to 
procure for this country, eventually, 
a reciprocity of trade.” 

In conformity with this the Na- 
tional Policy was introduced in the 
following session. One clause of that 
Tariff Act read:— 

“Any or all of the = following 
articles, that is to say: Animals of all 
kinds, green fruit, hay, straw, bran, 
seeds of all kinds, vegetables (includ- 
ing potatoes and other roots), plants, 
trees and shrubs, coal and coke, salt, 
hops, wheat, peas and beans, barley, 
rye, oats, Indian corn, buckwheat and 
all other grain, flour of wheat and 
flour of rye, Indian meal and oat- 
meal, and flour of meal of any other 
grain, butter, cheese, fish (salted or 
smoked), lard, tallow, meats (fresh 
salted or smoked), and lumber, may 
be imported into Canada free of duty, 
or at a less rate of duty than is pro- 
vided by this Act, upon proclamation 
of the Governor in Council, which 
may be issued whenever it appears 
to his satisfaction that similar arti- 
cles from Canada may be imported 
into the United States free of duty. 

Thus it was laid down by formal 
resolution that the National Policy 
was designed as a means of bringing 
about reciprocity; and an open stand- 
ing offer of reciprocity was made 
part of the act inaugurating the 
National Policy How long did this 
desire for reciprocity remain a part 
of the tariff policy of the Conserva- 
tive party’ Or when, if ever, was it 
abandoned by them? 

Mr. Foster, speaking in 
sent debate at few days ago, 
told the House that: 

“In 1891 the Liberal-Conservative 
party made its tast endeavor for reci- 
procity with the Untted rates o: 
America, and after the negotiations 
were ended and we returned home 
to Canada, the Liberal-Conservative 
party declared itself as done with re- 
ciprocity from the United States of 
America, and that henceforth its duty 
was to develop Canada on the lines of 
its own self-dependence, and to look

Mr. Foster's memory is defective; 
for we find that the year after this 
supposed abandonment of reciprocity, 
Mr, Foster himself, then a member 
of the Government went to Washinsg- 
ton to try to secure a reciprocal 
trade arrangement—and as in the 
previous year, failed, Neither the 
party nor Mr, Foster had given up 
reciprocity in 1892, 

Again, two years later,—and three 
years after the supposed abandon- 
ment of reciprocity——we find Sir 
John Thompson, their premier, say- 
ing, in @ review of the year's oper- 
ations 

“lL may say, Mr. Chairman, that 
communications were indirectly made 
with the United States government to 
the effect that Canada would be glad 
to know of any desire or willingness 
on the part of the United States 
government to take measures towards 
the extension of trade between the 
two countries, and that Canada would 
be willing to reciprocate with due 
regard to the interests and industries 
of Canada, and with due regard to 


the revenue which would be neces- 
sary to Canada At a subsequent 
Stage an officer of this government 


went to Washington for the purpose 
of seeing whether it was the desire 
of the United States government or 
of the committee then having charge 
of the subject In the House of Re- 
presentatives, to enter into commun- 
jeaction with the government of Can- 
ada on the subject of tariff concea- 
siona on either side of the line,” 
The debate in which this 


an-

nouncement Was made was brought 
on by Mr. Chariton, who acoise! 
the Conservative Government of be- 
ing insincere in its efforts to secure 
reciprocity, Mr, Foster apoke to re- 
pudiate this charge, and in the course 
of his address said. 

“When they, the people of the Uni- 
ted States, look over the items in our 
tarif as it shall have passed this 
House, they will find that line after 
line, article after article, grade after 
grade, we have given them a better 
chance to get into our markét than 
hey have given us to get into their 
market; consequently legislative reci- 
procity so far as trade is concerned, 
shines out from the propositions that 
the government put before the House 
today in a far greater degree than it 
does out of the legislation which they 
have proposed, and which jis in pro 
sress through their Congress.” 

Thus in 1894 the Conservative 
Government of which Mr. Foster was 
a member had been sending word 
to the Washington Government that 
they were ready to negotiate a reci- 
procal arrangement, and Mr. Foster 
assured parliament in the strongest 
language that their endeavors had 


been sincere, Clearly, reciprocity 
was (part of the policy of *e Con- 
servative party and of Mr. Foster 
in 1894 


More, the offer of reciprocity which 
Sir John Macdonald put upon the 
statute book in 1879 stayed there 
until 1894, and neither Mr, Foster 
nor anybody else so far as known 
proposed to remove it. In 1894 it 
was removed—and replaced by five 
other clauses, explicitly naming the 
articles on which the Government— 
of which Mr, Foster was a member— 
were willing to reduce or abolish the 
duty, provided the United States did 
the Mame. Thus in the jJast Tariff 
Act he had the opportunity of mak- 
ing, Mr. Foster embodied in another 
form the standing offer of reciprocity 
made by Sir John Macdonald thirty- 
two years ago—and took to the Gov- 
ernor in Council power to reduce or 
abolish the duties whenever the Uni- 
ted States Government did so, with- 


out waiting for parliament to as- 
semble, 
Yet Mr, Foster has the amazing 


hardihood to tell us that he and his 
colleagues are in accord with the 
policy of the Conservative party since 
1891, Was ever a group of pariia- 
mentarians driven to more desperate 
straits in hope of recovering the votes 
of the men they have betrayed? It 
is pertinent to ask, who are the Op- 
position at Ottawa, anyway? Clearly 
they are no longer Conservatives; 
for the Conservative party, as long 
as it remained in power, maintained 
“& statutory declaration of readiness 
to negotiate a reciprocity agreement 
with the United States. Certainly they 
are not Liberals, for the Liberals have 
just negotiated such an 
and they are fighting it. What, in 
all candor, have these men become 
more than the parliamentary mouth- 
pieces of the anti-re« iprocity league; 
struggling desperately to hang on to 
the votes of Conservative electors 
with the bare-faced assertion that they 
are in line with the traditional poli- 
cy of that party? At least they might 
have the grace to leave the party's 
history alone. It they must distort 
anybody's past, let it be their own.

The 
House i¢ doing so well with the pass- 
ing of the estimates that little more 
is heard of the rumors that. the 
Government would be unable to get 
its supply and that it might be fore ed | 
to g0 to the country on the recipro- 
city issue. 

Apparently there was some unne- 
cessary alarm in regard to the situa- 
tion and the disposition now is to 
think that while the session is likely 
to drag out to a considerable length 
all business on the parliamentary 
program, will, in due course, be 
transacted, 

The votes passed today were most- 
ly to cover the expenditures for the 
current year and they included such 
items as the additional expenditures 
of harbor and river improvements at 
Fort William, 

On the motion to go into supply, 
another effort was made to inaugur- 
ate a competition in the presenta- 
Aion of resolutions for and against 
reciprocity but the speaker ruled 
them out of order and by so doing 
will doubtless expedite the business 
of the House.
